by a mob at Wardell. Malone bad 
been proselyting In this county for 
several months and considerable feel- 
ing had been aroused against him.

"bullies" In front of Santiago, does 
his radiance shine upon us, brothers 
in blood and arts and arms, whether 
our knees go clown amid the snows 
or the flowers.

London, May 4.—The British mili- 


tary intelligence staff 
in Somaliland 


has just rejjorted the arrival of Karl 
Inger in the Mullah s camp. 


This curious white adventurer is a 


Hungarian, at native of Temeswar, 
and an ex-officer in the Austrian infan- 
try. He has had a long preparation 
for the dangerous enterprise on which 
he i° now embarked. 


While serving in Bosina he learned 


Arabic, and in 1892 obtained a long 
furlough, which be employed in travel- 
ing in Africa. He was in the habit of 
traveling with Arab caravans, without 
retinue or consular introductions, and 
while thus journe>ing in Morocco he 
helped to beat off an attack of robbers. 


He next got through to the Mahdi, 


whose favor he obtained by becoming 
a convert to Islan. He took the name*1 


of Ali Rashid, and the Mahdi made 
him an Emir of his cavalry. 


He served 
with 
Osman 
Digma 


against the British and in 189*7 sud- 
denly turned up in Constantinople as" 
the Emir Sulieman, the "Envoy of the 
Sultan Abdullah." 


He was photographed in a dervish 


jibba, high riding boots, and a cotton 
turban. His scheme was to get the 
Sultan, as the nominal suzerain of 
Egypt, to proclaim a protectorate over 
the Soudan, which would have kept the 
Anglo-Egyptians out. When the Sul- 
ton declined to touch such hot coals, 
the Emir Sulieman met Prince Henry 
of Orleans, and tried to arrange for a 
French protectorate. He was attempt- 
ing to return to the Soudan when he 
was stopped by the British at Suakin, 
and again at Zeila. 


Dropping" the Mahdi, whose cause 


was obviously hopeless, Karl Inger re- 
turned to Austria in 1898, and formed 
a company to set up a business king- 
dom in Somaliland. 


About 100.young Austrians of good 


family joined him and he took out a 
cargo of arms to be exchanged for 
gold and Ivory.

Stories of Early Coshocton Recalled by Heir- ;; 


looms of William Johnston.

There is probably no one In the city, 


who has more old documents and rec- 
ords bearing upon the ttistory of Co- 
shocton, than have William Johnston 
and his son Paul B. Johnston. Stored 
away at their home on Water street 
they have manuscripts by the barrel, 
many dating back to the early days of 
the century just past and some deal- 
ng with revolutionary times. Nor is 
there any family in Coshocton, whose 
ancestral history is more closely in- 
terwoven with the city's early days, 
than the Johnston family. 


These facts became apparent to an 


Age representative who called at the 
Johnston home a few days ago to 
earn something about the old supple- 
ment to the life of Washington, which 
s being displayed in the window of 
iyler's restaurant. In searching for 
he biography which the old maps sup- 
plement, bundle after bundle of musty 
papers were brought torth from the 
barrels in which they had been stored 
in the cellar. Most of these writings 
belonged to Adam Johnston, the father 
of William A Johnston. They are writ- 
ten in a bold legible hand and time 
has scarcely eradicated a single word 
of the old gentlemen's records

Captain Adam Jonnston was, in his 


day, 
one of the most important per- 


sonages, if not the most important in 
Coshocton county 
rle was to this 


community what Captain John Smith 
was to the Virginia colony two cen- 
turies before 
Fortunately 
for 
his 


descendants he kept an accuiate rec- 
ord of all his transactions 
but 
so 


voluminous are his papers that only 
a man of unusual 
patience 
would 


take time to read them all. Mr John- 
ston was interested in almost every 
movement which was in any way con- 
nected with the government and ad- 
\ancement of his community 


He was the first postmaster ot Co 


shocton, the first cjerk of Coshocton 
county, the fii st recorder of Coshocton 
county and the second auditor of Co- 
shocron county, filling all tour of these 
important offices at tho same time, 
He peifoimed the duties of the first 
three of these offices from 1S11 to 1829 
and ot the last from 1811 to 1821 At 
tnat time the court house was located 
in Colonel Charles Williams', his fath- 


er-in-law's tavern which still stands 
near -the corner 
of Chestnut and 


Water streets. 


William A. Johnston, now In 
his 


eightieth year relates an, interesting 
story in connection with his grand- 
father, Colonel Williams, who lived in 
a log house on the bank of the foot of 
Mulberry street. Mr. Williams 
was 


the first white man to settle in Co- 
shocton having come up the river in 
a canoe in 1801. While he and his 
family were living there he left his 
cabin one day and upon 
returning 


found his home burned to the ground. 
Two of his little children were burned 
to death and a large number of Span- 
ish dollars (the coins in general use 
at that time) which were in a basket 
were melted into a solid mass The 
silver was afterwards remelted and 
molded into silverware. 


Long years afterwards Mr. Johnston 


was digging in his garden 
at 
his 


home on Water street when his spade 
struck some hard substance 
which 


when unearthed proved to be some 
of the silverware made from the old 
Spanish dollars 
One of the spoons 


which belonged to the set is still in 
he possession of Mrs. Howard Mc- 
Cain, a daughter of Mr. W. A. John- 
ston, wh(5 prizes it very highly.

hawk, a relic of the war or 1812. Care- 
fully tied around the hickory handle 
of the old weapon is the following 
story written by William A. Johnston- 
"During the war of 1812 thousands of 
these tomahawks were furnished the 
American Indians by the English gov- 
ernment to enable them to resist the 
encroachments of the white 
people 


ot the great northwest territory. 
In 


that war Adam Johnston, of Coshoc- 
ton, raised a company of militia which 
was sent to the Maumee country to 
fight the Indians. William Morrison, 
father of Samuel Morrison, who was 
for several years sheriff of Coshocton 
county, was a member ot that com 
pany. While in the Maumee country 
he came in contact with a burly In- 
dian.whom he succeeded in killing and 
took from the Indian this tomahawk, 
which at his death, many years after 
he willed to William A Johnston, who 
had been named for him. Samuel 
Morrison, herein named, was the fath- 
gr of Mrs Rebecca Price, consort of 
Harrison Price and 
grandfather of 


Capt. Sam Price, of Coshocton " 


Among the old papers at the John- 


ston home is one which seems to in- 
dicate that Coshocton was divided -for 
military service in the war of 1812 
into two companies. It reads: "Div- 
ision made by the board of ybfficers, 
all on east side of the Muskingum 
river to compose one company and 
on the west side of said river up the 
White Woman 
creek 
above 
Isaac 


Hoagland's so as to include Samuel 
Morrison and all the rest of the people 
in the forks of said river composing 
one company." 


Another document in the handwrit- 


ing of Adam Johnston gives the mus- 
ter roll of Captain Johnston. It reads 
as follows: 
"Muster roll of Captain 


Adam Johnston's company of riflemen 
belonging to the second battalion of 
the second regiment in the fourth bri- 
gade and third division, Ohio militia 
as mustered at a muster of said regi- 
ment held at Coshocton on the six-

Sunday night at midnight the old 


'orm of city government in Coshocton 
died, and the form of 
government 


provided under the new code went in- 
to effect. 
Mayor Rinner is the last 


mayor under the old form and the first 
under the new. Last fall the Ohio 
legislature enacted what is known as 
the municipal code, providing a uni- 
form system of government for every 
city and village in the state, and it 
is under the city form of that code 
that Coshocton began to operate, to- 
day. 


Not only did the new code make 


sweeping changes in the 
executive 


and administrative branches of 
the 


government of Coshocton and other 
cities of the state but a general 
change was made in the formation 
of the legislative branch. Instead of 
twelve councilmen there will be now 
but seven, three elected at large and 
one from each of the four wards, to- 
gether with a president of council. 
One of the first steps of the 
new 


council will be to organize and elect 
a clerk and a president pro .tern. 


The board of public service is the 


most important body 
in 
the 
new 


form of city government. Coshocton 
board is comprised of Messrs. Tish 
Shaw and Hutchinson 
This board 


fixes the number and compensation 
of all employees in the departmen 
and has the sole power of remova 
and appointment of employees. 


The next most important body is 


the board of public satety, which wil 
be appointed by the mayor within the 
next few days 
It will have under its 


supervision the fire and police depart 
ments 
The code provides that this 


board shall be either two or four in 
number 
The retiring council fixec 


the membership at four 
The code 


provides that each of the two principal 
political bodies shall have equal rep 
resentation on the board. The board 
will be a continuing body 
That is 


one member will be appointed for two 
years and another for four years, and 
thereafter each member shall be ap- 
pointed fdr four years 
The board will 


act as a civil service commission and 
prescribe rules in accordance with the 
provisions of the code for the exami- 
nation of all applicants for positions 
in the fire and police departments 
As yet Mayor Rinner has not given out 
whom he expects to appoint on this 
board but it is said that the Demo 
cratic appointed will be former City 
Solicitor B. F. Voorhees and Edward 
H. Wilson of the Havana Cigar com-
